TELEY 1S10N SAFETY SI GGESTIONS 


Television sets now 
are a part of over 40 million V. S. 
hom es. This rapid grow th in num ber, and the fact that a mini 
ber of fires have been reported originating in television re­ 
ceivers, points up th e need for attention to television safety. 
This is particularly applicable to the installation of the sets 
and iheir antenna sy stem s. 
A n y high metal structure is a likely target for lightning 
w ith the possible hazard of ligh tn in g dam age to electrical 
equipm ent connected to it as well as ligh tn in g and fire d am ­ 
age to any building supporting it. When the television an ten ­ 
na is m ounted on a building, there are two possible paths to 
ground for a lightning stroke, one down the lead-in wire to 
the television set and the oth er down the supporting m ast 
and through the building. The N ational Electrical Code recog* 
nizes this and requires a lightning arrester to be installed 
on the lead-in wire to drain o ff the charge before en terin g 
the building and also requires the supporting mast to be 
suitably grounded in order to lead the charge to ground w ith ­ 
out going through th e building. 
W here ligh tn in g rods are used on a building, it is evident 
th at the installation of an antenna would a ffect the protec­ 
tion afforded by the rods. In such cases th e mast should bp 
tied-in to th e lig h tn in g rod sy stem b\ a grounding conductor 
of suitable size. 
In the case of h igh m a sts there is also the hazard of im­ 
properly supported m a sts falling during w indstorm s, with 
the possibility o f contact w ith any nearby overhead electric 
power w ires or of injuring persons or property. Considerable 
care should be given to the mechanical si ability of the a n ­ 
tenna and its support. W here located on the roofs, the a n ­ 
tenna and supporting g u y s should not be located so as to in­ 
terfere w ith operations of the fire departm ent. During and 
a fte r their installation, television m asts and antennas should 
be kept well separated from all power supply wires. Part'c- 
tilar attention to th is feature is required w ith the 
taller 
m a sts and their gu y wires. 
T elevision receivers contain high v oltages and are 
too 
com plex for a m ateu r tinkering. U nskilled handling can re­ 
sult in a severe or even fatal shock. If a set needs fixing a 
com p eten t repair m an should be called. The set should never 
be placed on a radiator or other source of heat, nor should 
th ey be left turned on while unattended. Also, because o f tl e 
inherent hazard of electrical shock, particular care should 
be exercised in using a television receiver outdoors. R em em ­ 
ber, too. to keep ven tilatin g holes clear and open. 
W hen buying a television receiver, check to make sure it 
has been listed by U n d erw riters’ Cabnratories. Inc., a non­ 
profit organization w hich te sts products for safety .

TELEVISION SAFETY SUGGESTIONS 


Television sets now are a part of over 40 million U. S. 
homes. This rapid growth in number, and the fact that a num 
ber of fires have been reported originating in television re­ 
ceivers, points up the need for attention to television safety. 
This is particularly applicable to the installation of the sets 
anti their antenna systems. 
Any high metal structure is a likely target for lightning 
with the possible hazard of lightning damage to electrical 
equipment connected to it as well as lightning and fire dam­ 
age to any building supporting it. When the television anten­ 
na is mounted on a building, there are two possible paths to 
ground for a lightning stroke, one down the lead-in wire to 
the television set and the other down the supporting mast 
and through the building. The National Electrical Lode recopy* 
nizes this and requires a lightning arrester to be installed 
on the lead-in wire to drain off the charge before entering 
the building and also requires the supporting mast to be 
suitably grounded in order to lead the charge to ground with­ 
out going through the building, 
Where lightning rods are used on a building, it is evident 
that the installation of an antenna would affect the protec­ 
tion afforded by the rods. In such ca«es the mast should he 
tied-in to the lightning rod system by a grounding conductor 
of suitable size. 
In the case of high masts there is also the hazard of im­ 
properly supported masts falling during windstorms, with 
the possibility of contact with any nearby overhead electric 
power w ires or of injuring persons or property. Considerable 
rare should be given to the mechanical stability of the an­ 
tenna and its support. Where located «»n the roofs, the an­ 
tenna and supporting guys should not be located so as to in­ 
terfere with operations of the fire department. During and 
after their installation, television masts and antennas should 
be kept well separated from a1! power supply wires. Partic­ 
ular attention to this feature is required with the 
taller 
masts and their guy wires. 
Television receivers contain high voltages and are 
too 
complex for amateur tinkering. Unskilled handling can re­ 
sult in a severe or even fatal shock. I f s set needs fixing a 
competant repair man should be called. The set should never 
be placed on a radiator or other source of heat., nor should 
they be left turned on while unattended. Also, because of the 
inherent hazard of electrical shpck, particular care should 
be exercised in using a television receiver outdoors. Remem­ 
ber, too, to keep ventilating holes clear and open. 
When buying a television receiver, check to make sure it 
has been listed by Underwriters’ Laboratories, Inc., a non­ 
profit organization which tests products for safety.

So he finally grabbed Deborah,

Deborah came up choking and 
panicky.

swimming till she finally touched 
the pier. 


Since then she has been scared 
almost to death of w’ater and re­ 
fuses to go near a beach. 


Haw Teach Swimming 


HVr uncle w’as scolded by his 
wife for hi* rough method, but 
he argued: 


“Well, she learned to swim, 
d.dn't rhe? 
True enough, but she will prob­ 
ably have a lifelong fear of the 
water!

They tried this, and I was very 
liberal with praise, lf one of th* 
youngsters was a little fearful, I 
would speed up my counting rat* 
so he could qualify. 


After they all reached 5 seconds 
easily, we went for IO, etc. Then 
we tried a variation. We’d fill 
the tub and let them sit therein. 


At a given signal, they’d sub­ 
merge their who1'* head while I 
counted. After this became com­ 
monplace, I 
let 
them 
support 
themselves on their hand* while 
they floated in the tub. 


Then 
they would hold 
their 
breath while lying face downward 
and lift both hands out, while I 
counted. 
Soon they were at ease. Th* 
next step occurred at our littlt 
farm In Indiana. I’d have them 
wade into the creek till they wer* 
up to their waist. 
Then they’d hold their breath 
and fall forward with a splash, 
as I counted. This gave them th* 
sensation of sinking entirely under 
water but in a moment they would 
rise and float, though face down­ 
ward. 
Whenever they wanted air, they 
could stand up for the w-at^r was 
only w’aist deep. 
Next, 
I 
let 
them 
hold their 
breath and fall into the stream, 
then dog paddle while I counted 
to IO. 
Then I 
let 
them 
open 
their 
eyes and lift their faces out of 
water. They found they could now 
swim, and they 
had no 
terror 
about the water. 
All of 
them 
became 
expert 
swimmer*, 
in fact. Daniel and 
David were captains of their col­ 
lege swimming team. And they 
are regular water dogs, for they 
do not cherish the constant fear 
that besets Deborah. 
So ust tact and take a little 
time in teaching 'our child to 
swim. But be sure he is a swim* 
fore he enters first grad* 
for it is good life insurance.
